There  are  none  however  experienced,  that  may  not 
receive  benefit  from  the  advice  of  friendihip  ;  for  the 
wifh  of  purfuing  a  favorite  meafure,  too  often  blinds  us 
as  to  its  impropriety. 

Never  trull  your  own  undemanding  in  the  affairs  of 
life,  if  you  can  have  the  advice  of  a  wife  friend. 
Take  found  advice  proceeding  from  a  heart 
Sincerely  your's,  and  free  from  guileful  art.

Never  truft  your  own  reafon  iu  religion,  without' 
the  affittance  of  divine  revelation. 

ADVERSITY  fometimes  brings  to  light  concealed 
virtues,  and  profperity  fometimes  rouzes  latent  vices. 
\Ve  often  find  ourfelves  able  when  ftimulated  by  necef- 
fity,  to  perform  actions  which  we  fliould  have  deemed 
impracticable  in  our  moments  of  indolence  and  eafe. 

AFFLICTION  brings  us  the  neareft  way  to  God. 
If  God  gives  chriftiau  fortitude  and  patience  under 
affliction,  it  is  a  certain  mark  of  his  love  and  grace. 

Both  the  righteous  and  the  wicked  fufter  affliction  ; 
the  one  is  made  better  thereby,  the  other  worfe.  Af- 
fliction, like  the  fun,  either  fortens  or  hardens. 

Afflictions  are  bleffnigs,  when  we  can  fay  from  ex- 
perience, it  is  good  to  be  afflicted. 

Our  great  Creator  does  afflictions  fend, 
To  try  our  virtue,  or  our  lives  amend. 

AGE.  Old  age  is  the  gift  of  heaven,  the  long  ex;- 
pence  of  many  years;  the  exchange  of  fundry  fortunes, 
and  the  fchool  of  experience. 

The  duties  of  the  aged,  coniifls  in  fmdying  to  be 
ufeful  to  the  race  who  are  to  fucceed  them.  Here 
opens  to  them  an  extenftve  field,  in  which  they  may 
ib  employ  themfelves,  as  considerably  to  advance  the 
interefts  of  religion,  and  the  happinefs  of  mankind.  To

ATHEISTS. 
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ATHEISTS.  Every  man  who  docs  not  believe  he 
ought  to  obey  God,  is  an  atheift,  let  him  call  himielf 
what  he  will. 

All  fuch  as  reject  Jefus  Chrift,  are  atheifts,  accord- 
ing to  St.  Paul,  Ephef.  ii.  12.  However,  there  majr 
not  be  many  real  atheifb  in  the  world,  there-are  many 
thoufand  pradical  ones ;  the  wicked  are  faid  in  the 
fcriptures,  to  live  without  God  in  the  world  ;  this  is 
fra&icat  atheifm. 

There  are  no  atheifts  in  hell,*  though  all  who  die 
either  profeiTedly  or  practically  fuch,  certainly  go 

there,  and  will  be  eternally  there  too the  reafon  is 

plain,  they  are  convinced  by  their  .torments  of  the 
being  of  a  God. 

ATHEISM.  Jofcphus,  fpeaking  of  the  Jewifii 
nation,  before  its  deflrtuStion,  faith,  there  never  was  :i 
more  atheiftical  generation ;  they  defj>ifed  the  laws  of 
men,  and  made  a  mock  of  the  laws  of  God  and  thofe 
that  publiihed  them  ;  a  fare  prefage  of  a  near  dcfo* 
lation, 

ATTRIBUTES  OF  GOD.  The  angels  rejoice  ia 
the  excellencies  of  God  ;  the  inferior  creatures  in  his 
goodnefs  \  fianers  can  only  rejoice  in  his  mercy  and 
lorgivenefs. 


BACKSLIDER*  is  a  dreadful  character  in  God's 
account,  but  he  has  promifed  to  heal  fuch  if  they  will 
return.  Jeremiah  iii.  22. 

BAPTISM.  Do  you  conftantly  keep  in  mind  your 
baptifmal  vow,  wherein  you  renounced  the  world,  the 
flefli  and  the  devil,  and  promifed  to  be  Chrift*s  faithful 
foldier  and  fervant,  and  fo  to  continue  all  the  days  of 
your  life  ?  Have  you  fo  far  underflood  and  coniidered 
thefe  things,  that  you  have  made  it  your  chief  bulinefs 
to  walk  accordingly  ?  Do  you  watch  carefully,  and 
B  z  fi<rht 
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fight  manfully  againft  your  fpiritual  enemies  ?  Do  you 
live  as  thofe  that  believe  the  gofpel  iinccrely,  endea- 
vouring in  all  things  to  know  the  will  of  God,  and  do 
it  ?  Since  you  take  Chrilt's  name  in  your  mouth,  are 
you  careful  to  depart  from  all  iniquity  ?  In  a  word,  is 
this  your  greatefl  ftudy  and  defign  to  pleafe  and  glorify 
God,  and  to  work  out  your  own  faivation  ?  Does  your 
conference  truly  witnefs  for  you,  that  it  is  indeed  fo, 
and  that,  at  any  time  when  you  fall  fliort,  or  do  amifs, 
you  are  then  heartily  grieved  for  it ;  and  do  you  daily 
labour  to  amend  and  grow  better  ?  If  it  be  thus  with 
you,  blefs  God  for  his  abundant  grace  and  mercy. 

BEGINNING  is  the  firft  appearance  of  any  thing  ; 
and  there  can  be  nothing  without  a  beginning,  but 
only  that  Almighty  power,  which  firft  created  all 
things  out  of  nothing. 

Begin  nothing  before  you  firft  alk  direction  from 
God,  whofe  power  upholdeth  all  things  ;  this  will 
prevent  your  doing  any  thing  which  your  confcience 
tells  you  is  contrary  to  his  will. 

BELIEVER.  He  who  looks  to,  depends  on,  and 
trufrs  in  Jefus  Chrift  alone  for  pardon,  justification, 
and  eternal  life,  is  a  true  believer. 

Salvation  is  promifed  to  all  who  believe  in  Chriit, 
and  damnation  pronounced  upon  ail  who  do  not. 

Mark  xvi.   16. 

The  HOLY  BIBLE  being  a  letter  written  unto  us 
by  the  ringer  of  God  himfelf,  what  is  our  reading  of 
it,  and  daily  converfing  with  it,  but  a  communing 
with  the  Almighty,  and  making  an  inquiry  after  that 
revelation  of  his  will,  which  his  wifdom  has  been 
pleafed  to  make  unto  us  ?  And,  in  order  to  profit,  we 
fhould  read  the  Bible  through,  which  may  be  done 
once  every  year,  by  reading  about  three  chapters  every- 
day, two  out  of  the  Old  Teilament,  and  one  out  of 
the  New.

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It  is  the  general  intent  of  books  to-  apply  to  the 
heart,  or  imagination ;  to  touch  the  paffions  or  to 
pleafe  the  fancy ;  but  the  Holy  Bible  addreffes  the 
foul,  gives  joy,  peace  and  comfort  here,  and  a  delight- 
ful profpeft  of  a  blefled  Hereafter. 

We  can  never  underftand  the  fcriptures,  but  in 
proportion  as  we  live  by  the  rules  they  prefcribe. 

The  lives  of  the  faints  are  as  fo  many  animated  co- 
pies of  them,  not  written  on  paper,  but  engraved  by 
the  fpirit  of  God  on  the  living  tables  of  meiis  hearts. 

Read  God's  word  with  humility,  and  a  defire  to 
know  and  do  his  will,  without  queftioning  the  truth  of 
what  is  contained  therein. 

Make  the  itudy  of  the  facred  fcriptures  your  daily , 
practice  and  principal  concern,    and  embrace  the  doc- 
trines contained  in  them  as  the  oracles  of  heaven,  and 
the  dictates  of  that  fpirit  which  cannot  lie. 

Value  your  Bible  as  your  bell  treafure ;  and  look 
upon  religion  as  your  beft  bufmefs. 

To  direcl  your  carnage  towards  God,  read  "the 
Pfalms  and  New  Teitament ;  to  behave  aright  among 
men,  read  the  Proverbs.  Be  frequent  and  diligent  in 
reading  the  Bible. 

The  truths  of  religion,  fays  Lanftantius,  are  de-

biter  of  all,  whofe  prerogative  it  is,  not  to  argue,  but 
affert.

wife,  after  another  manner  noble,  after  another  man- 
ner great;  in  one  word,  after  another  manner  happy  ; 
defigning  to  place  felicity  in  the  contempt  of  thofe 
things  which  are  generally  admired. 

CHRISTIAN.  The  character  of  a  real  Chriftian. 
He  breaths  after  holinefs ;  does  not  live  in  the  practice 
of  any  known  fin  ;  but  truly  believes  in,  and  depends 
on,  Jefus  Chrift  alone  for  falvation  ;  is  led  by  the 
Holy  Spirit ;  lives  and  acts  as  in  God's  prefence ; 
his  converfation  is  unblameable  ;  while  he  makes  the 
holy  Scriptures,  and  in  particular  the  example  of 
Chrift,  the  rule  of  his  faith  and  practice. 

A  man  may  be  baptized,  and  keep  to  his  church,  and 
go  every  fabbath-day  to  hear  fermons,  and  fometimes 
to  the  communion,  ard  fay  his  prayers  in  private,  but 
this  is  not  enough  to  prove  him  a  real  chriftian. 

All  this  is  very  good,  but  this  will  not  be  fufficienr, 
except  our  hearts  be  fo  thoroughly  fansftifled  by  divine 
grace  that  we  truly  love  God  above  all,  fet  our  affec- 
tions on  the  joys  of  Heaven,  truly  love  our  neighbours, 
and  be  juft  in  all  our  dealings,  as  well  as  temperate 
and  chafte  in  our  lives  and  couverfations. 

The  defires  of  real  chriflians  are,  that  God  would- 
give  them  himfelf  in  all  his  promifes,  Chrirt  in  all  his 
offices,  his  Spirit  in  all  his  ordinances,  and  renewed 
hearts  to  love  and  keep  all  his  commands. 

CHURCH. 
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CHURCH.  The  church  is  called  a  vineyard,  be- 
caufc  it  is  a  place  of  labour,  in  which  no  man  ought 
to  be  idle. 

Though  a  man's  being  in  the  church  is  no  certain 
mark  of  falvation,  yet  his  being  out  of  it  is  too  fure  a 
proof  that  he  is  in  the  way  of  deftruclion.  To  be  a 
member  of  the  church  militant  on  earth,  is  no  certain 
proof  of  being  made  a  member  of  the  church  tri- 
umphant in  heaven.  To  be  of  no  church  is  dangerous. 

CHURCH-YARD.  What  a  number  of  hillocks 
of  death  appear  all  around  us !  What  are  yonder 
tomb-ftones,  but  memorials  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
neighbouring  town,  to  inform  us  of  the  period  of  their 
lives,  and  to  point  out  the  day  when  it  was  faid  to 
each  of  them,  "Four  time  Jball  be  no  longer  /"  O  may  I 
readily  learn  hence  this  important  leflbn,  that  my  turn  is 
alfo  hailening  ;  fuch  a  little  hillock  fhall  fliortly  arife 
for  me  in  fume  unknown  fpot  of  ground  ;  it  fnall 
cover  this  flefh  and  thefe  bones  of  mine  in  darknefs, 
and  fhall  hide  them  from  the  light  of  the  fun,  and 
from  the  fight  of  man,  till  the  heavens  be  no  more. 

When  I  look  upon  the  tombs  of  the  great,  fays  Mr» 
Addifon,  a  every  emotion  of  envy  dies  in  me;  when 
I  read  the  epitaphs  of  the  beautiful,  every  inordinate 
defire  goes  out ;  when  I  meet  with  the  grief  of  parents 
upon  a  tomb-itone,  my  heart  melts  with  coinpaflion  ; 
when  I  fee  the  tombs  of  parents  themfelves,  I  confider 
the  vanity  of  grieving  for  thofe  whom  we  muft  quickly 
follow  ;  when  I  fee  Kings  lying  by  thofe  who  drpofed 
them,  when  I  confider  rival  wits  placed  fide  by  fide, 
or  the  holy  men  that  divided  the  world  with  their 
conteils  and  difputes,  I  reflect  with  forrow  and  ailonifh- 
ment  on  the  little  competitions,  factions,  and  debates 
of  mankind  ;  when  I  read  the  feveral  dates  on  the 
tombs,  of  fome  that  died  as  yeflerday,  and  fome  fix 
hundred  years  ago,  I  confider  that  great  day  when  we 
fhall  all  of  us  be  cotemporaries,  and  make  our  ap- 
pearance together."

The  chriftian  under  affliction  may 
complain  to  God,  but  not  murmur  at  his  dealings  with 
him. 

CONCUPISENCE  or  luft,  is  a  defire  againft  reafon, 
a  furious  and  unbridled  appetite,  which  kilieth  all  good 
motions  in  a  man's  mind,  and  leaveth  no  place  tor 
chaftity  and  virtue. 

CONDITION.  In  every  condition  of  life,  the 
true  chriitian  deiires  to  glorify  God,  be  refigned  to  his 
holy  will,  and  fitted  to  his  divine  pleafure. 

CONSCIENCE  generally  is  the  certain  and  afTured 
teftimouy  which  our  fouls  carry  about  with  them, 
bearing  witnefs  of  what  we  fpeak,  think,'  wifli,  or  do : 
it  is  to  'he  wicked  an  accufer,  a  judge,  and  an  execu- 
tioner ;f  to  the  godly  a  comfort,  reward,  and  aid 
again!!:  all  adverfities, 

Confcience  fits  as  judge  in  the  mind,  and  approves  or 
condemns  our  deiigns  and  actions,  as  it  fees  them  juft 
or  unjulr,  agreeable  or  contrary  to  the  laws  of  God 
and  -nature.  If  we  have  done  well,  it  teaches  us  to  re- 
joice in  the  reflection  ;  and  if  evil,  it  fails  not  to  punifli 
us  with  a  painful  Icnle  of  it.  From  thence  arifes  the 
continual  happinefs  of  the  good  man,  and  never  ending 
difquietude  of  the  guilty.

True  faith  therein, 
will  afluage  the  greateft  forFows,  and  afford  the  ftrongefc 
confolation. 

CONSTANCY  is  the  true  and  unmoveable  ftrength 
-of  the  mind,  not  puffed  up  in  profperity,  nor  deprefled 
in  adverfity  :  it  is  fometimes  called  liability  and  perfe- 
verance, 

CONTEMPT.  Dives  ihone  one  day  in  all  the 
gsiety  and  fplendor  imaginable,  and  looked  on  Lazarus 
with  contempt,  the  next  day  he  found  himfelf  in  the  tor-

CONTENT  is  a  quiet  and  fettled  refolution  of  the 
min<d,  free  from  ambition  and  envy,  a  ftranger  to  covet- 
oufnefs,  and  fatisfied  with  what  it  is  in  the  pofleffion  of. 
When  you  meet  with  the  heaviefl  crofles  and  difap- 
pointments,  or  lofe  your  deareit  relations  and  friends, 
fay  with  holy  Job'"  the  Lord  gives,  and  the  Lord  takes 
way,  llcjjed  be  the  .name  of  the  Lord"  Befeeeh  God 
to  tench  you  that  excellent  lelTon  of  Contentment  in  all 
C  eiUtcs, 
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tftates,  PHI.  ir.  it:  12.  13.  though  you  may  be  low  and 
poor  in  the  world,  yet  confider,  you  have  always  caufe 
to  be  thankful,  but  never  any  reafon  to  complain ; 
God  knows  what  condition  is  beffc  for  us,  let  us  therefore 
leave  it  to  him  to  chufe  what  we  fliall  have.

Defire  not  riches,  they  bewitch, 
Contentment  makes  the  poor  man  rich.

Through  the  envy  and  malice  of  the  Devil,  fin  enter- 
ed into  the  world,  and  death  by  fin  ;••  and'  fo  death  pafl 
upon  all  men  for  that  all  have  iinn'd. 

Liften  not  to  the  Devil  as  a  tempter,  and  tKen  you 
need  not  fear  him  as  an  accufer  or  tormenter. 

DEVOTION.  To  defire  to  ferve  and  glori5'  God; 
in  the  ftation  of  life  his  providence  has  placed  us,  en-- 
deavouring  every  day  to  ferve  him  in  that  ilate  more 
perfectly ;  this  is  true  devotion. 

DEVOUT.  The  truly  devout  fee  things  in  a  right 
light,  they  enter  the  church  with  veneration,  knowing  it 
to  be  the  houfeof  God.  1  hey  confider  the  preacher  as 
God's  meiTenger  -,  his  fermon  as  God's  word ;  the 
congregation,  as  God's  children  ;  the  facraments,  as 
effectual  means  of  grace,  and  as  ineftimable  bleffings. 

DISCIPLINE.  We  have  reafon  to  blefs  God  for 
thofe  afflictive  difpenfations  which  awaken  us  from  our 
deep  in  lin  ;  lead  us  to  repentance  ;  and  make  us  to 
love  much,  becaufe  much  has  been  forgiven. 

DISCOURSE.  No  one  fhould  countenance  or 
enter  into  fuch  difcourfe  as  tends  to  caufe  modefly  to 
bluili,  vice  to  triumph,  or  virtue  flied  a  tear. 

Obferve  in  your  difcourfe  the  bounds  of  reafon, 
For  fcnfe  proves  nonfenfe  fpokcu  out  of  feafon. 

DISPUTES 
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DISPUTES  are  certainly  neecflary  where  funJ*- 
mental  truths  are  attacked,  and  to  be  defended;  or 
where  very  dangerous  errors  are  broached  and  revived  ; 
but  let  temper,  moderation  and  zeal,  according  to 
knowledge,  ever  rsgulate  them. 

DRUNKEK7NESS  is  that  vice  which  fHrreth  up 
luft,  grief,  anger  and  refentment,  and  extinguiilieth 
the  memory,  opinion,  and  underitanding,  making  a 
man  even  worfe  than  a  beaft. 

DUTY.  There  is  no  excufe  that  can  palliate  a 
deficiency  in  that  refpect  and  obedience  a  child  owes 
its  parent.  Filial  duty  and  piety  is  the  fountain  of  all 
virtues ;  it  has  religion  and  nature  for  its  bafis ;  and 
thofe  who  build  their  happinefs  on  fuch  a  foundation 
can  never  fall  ;  every  bletfmg  may  be  expected  from  a 
conihmt  exercife  of  that  moil  amiable  virtue  ;  and  as 
an  additional  one,  God  has  promifed  long  life  to  it  : 
what  more  can  prove  its  ellimntion  in  the  eyes  of 
heaven  r 

When  I  fee  a  poor  man  taking  care  of  his  children, 
teaching  them  their  duty  to  God,  and  their  fellow 
creatures,  or  bringing  them  to  be  taught,  I  conclude 
this  man  is  performing  the  duty  of  his  llation. 

Our  duty  to  God  is  belt  evidercYi  by  obedience  to 
his  commands  ;  our  duty  to  ourfel-je^  by  lobriety  and 
moderation;  and  our  duty  to  our  fillo^M  creatures,  by 
doing  to  others  as  we  would  have  others  do  unto  us. 

DUTIES.  Our  duties  will  eacreafe  as  cur  power 
fncreafe?. 

Perfons  often  value  themfelves  for  actions  which 
they  cannot  forbear  doing  from  a  conftitutional  byas 
and  difpofition  ;  when  they  ought,  in  modefty,  to 
dlilinguifh  between  the  virtue  and  natural  inclination 
which  impels  them. 

Hence  it  may  be  inferred,  that  many  perfons  arc 
not  fo  good  either  as  they  think  themfelves,  or  as  the 
world  thinks  them.  Such  ought  to  be  thankful  for, 

and 
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and  not  proud  of,  the  benevolent  hearts  given  by  the? 
Giver  of  all  good. 


EDIFICATION.  You  fay  you  was  much  edified 
by  fucb  a  lerrnon,  yet  you  continue  ftill  the  lame  : 
you  deceive  yourfelf ;  take  heed  then  of  felt-deception.

.He  feds  the  fire  of  divine  love  in  his  heart,

ENEMIES.  When  we  think  of  doing  a  kindnefs, 
our  enemies  ought  to  have  a  place  in  our  thoughts, 
for  then  we  ad  as  become  chriflians. 

To  forgive  our  enemy  before  he  is  fenfible  of  his 
fault,  is  to  encourage  him  in  his  fin ;  but  not  ta 
forgive  him,  is  to  fin  one's  felf. 

ENMITY.  A  man  who  is  at  variance  with  his 
neighbour,  and  refufes  to  be  reconciled,  has  but  one 
prayer  to  make,  namely,  that  God  would  change  his 
heart. 

ENTHUSIASTS  often  depreciate  the  fcriptures 
they  mean  to  extol,  by  abufed  and  indifcriminatc  ap- 
plications. 

ENVY.  Be  ever  willing  to  allow  due  praife  to 
tliofe  who  merit  it  ;  Jet  not  their  fuperior  excellence 
blind  you  to  their  worth,  or  tempt  you  to  depreciate 
them  ;  could  you  by  the  breath  of  flandcr  tarniih 
their  fame,  remember  that  blackening  the  reputation 
of  your  neighbour,,  does  not  add  a  luilie  to  your 
own.

EVENING  MEDITATION".  Cart  up  the  ac- 
counts of  each  day  ;  if  aught  be  amifs,  beg  pardon  ; 
and  exercife  more  vigilance  for  the  future.  If  well, 
blefs  the  mercy  and  grace  of  God  that  hath  directed  thee. 

Let  every  evening  in  her  fable  habit  toll  the  bell 
to  ferious  meditation. 

EVENING  REFLECTIONS.   Let  not  foft  (lum- 
bers clofe  your  eyes,  before  you've  recollected   thrics 
The  train  of  actions  through  the  day  : 
Where  have  my  feet  chofe  out  their  way  ? 
What  have  I  learnt,  where'er  I've  been, 
From  all  I've  heard,  from  all  I've  feen  ? 
What  know  I  more  that's  worth  the  knowing? 
What  have  I  done  that's  worth  the  doing  ?

Devil's  delations.  We  may  fafely  believe  and  trufl  in 
God's  promifes,  but  then  let  us  fee  to  perform  the 
conditions,  and  become  fuch  an  humble,  holy  people, 
as  he  has  promifed  for  Chrifl's  fake  to  own  and  fave. 

Take  heed  of  mistaking  the  nature  of  true  repent- 
mice,  as  if  it  were  only  being  a  little  forry  for  our 
fins,  and  crying  to  God  for  mercy,  and  then  all  will 
be  well,  though  we  go  on  Hill  in  our  old  ways ;  this 
is  a  moft  dangerous  miftake ;  for  a  man  never  truly 
repents  till  he  forfakes  his  fin,  changes  his  courfe,  and 

s  led  by  the  fpirit  of  God  to  believe  in  Jefus  Chrift 

lone  for  pardon,  falvation,  and  eternal  life.     True  re- 
)entance  with  faith  in  Chrift,    changes  both  the  heart 

nd  life  of  a  iinner. 
Faith  is  abfolutely  necefTary  to  falvation,  and  to  find 

cceptance  of  our  works  before  God.* 
Without  faith  there  can   be  no  good  work  done, 

cceptable  and  pleafing  to  God.

he  is  more  virtuous  than  he  really  is.  It  is  thit-  fatal 
hypocrify  and  felf  deceit,  which  is  taken  notice  of  in 
theft  words,  who  can  underltaud  his  errors  ?  fct  eleanfe 
tiou  me  Jrom  fecret  faults." 

To  profefs  religion  and  not  pofTefs  it,  is  nothing  elfe 
but  hypocrify  in  the  fight  of  God.

KINDNESS:  Kind  words,  fays  the  prophet,  turn 
afide  wrath  ';  if  kinduefs  tends  not  to  difarm  anger,  it 
certainly  helps  to  preferve  good  humour,  and  to  an 
amiable  mind,  nothing  is  more  fatisfuctory.  The  molt 
cflential  fervices  we  can  confer,  loft:  their  value  if  un- 
accompanied by  kindnefs,  for  it  is  not  t.he  aft,  but. 
the  manner  in  which  it  is  done  which  conilitures  the 
favor  ;  in  a  word,  it  makes  us  beloved  by  our  equals, 
refpeCted  by  our  inferiors,  and  happy  in  ourfclves. 

TO  KNOW  GOD.      No  man  can  know  God,  but 
he  inu it  love  him  ;  ic  i»  to  know  that  he  is  the  fountain 

of 
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of  all  good,  that  he  loves  him  better*  than  he  does 
himfelf ;  that  he  is  ready  to  help,  direct  and  aflift  him  ; 
that  he  is  a  father  to  him,  and  forbids  him  nothing  but 
•what  will  really  hurt  him.  This  is  eternal  life,  to  know 
thce  and  Jcfus  whom  thou  hajl  fent,  I  John  v.  20. 

KNOWLEDGE  refpe<5ting  the  duties  we  owe  to  our 
Maker,  ourfelves,  and  our  fellow  creatures,  is  what  we 
cannot  be  too  felicitous  to  attain  or  put  in  practice. 

The  more  knowledge  we  have  of  God,  and  the  way

calling  and  election  fure. 

Know  thyfelf  that  thou  may'ft  fear  God  ;  know 
God,  that  thou  may'ft  love,  ferve,  obey  and  truft  in 
him;  the  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  beginning  or  wifdom; 
the  love  of  God  is  the  fulfilling  of  the  law. 

SELF  KNOWLEDGE  is  the  moft  profitable  know- 
ledge in  the  world  ;  without  it  a  man  can  neither  be  a 
proper  judge  of  his  own  conduct,  nor  that  of  his 
fellow  creatures. 

KNOWN  SIN.  Every  man  who  lives  in  known 
iin,  is  advancing  towards  atheifm  ;  thru,  is,  to  a  flats 
which  obliges  him  firfr.  to  wifh,  and  then  endeavour  to 
perfuade  himfelf  there  is  no  God* 

LAW.  The  law  is  divided  into  two  parts  ;  that  Is, 
the  Law  .of  Nature,  and  the  written  T-aw.  The  Law 
of  Nature  is  that  by  which  a  man  difccrneth  between 
good  and  evil,  as  much  as  fufrketh  to  take  from  him 
the  cloak  of  ignorance,  being  reproved  even  by  his 
own  confcience.  The  wiitten  law  is  that  which  is 
divided  into  divinity  and  morality  :  the  firft  teaching 
our  duty  to  God,  the  latter  our  duty  to  man. 

The  delign  of  the  moral  law  was  to  difcover  fin, 
either  by  ^informing  the  undemanding,  or  by  awakening 
the  confcience.

LIBERALITY  is  an  excellent  ufe  of  thofe  advan- 
tages which  God  putteth  into  our  hands,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor  and  needy  ;  which  virtue  is  altogether 
joined  with  juiKce,  and  ought  to  be  guided  by  pru- 
dence and  moderation. 

LIBERTINE  PRINCIPLES.  Why  are  too  many 
pleafed  to  hear  religion  ridiculed  ?  is  it  becaufe  it  is 
ridiculous?  No,  but  becaufe  men's  lives  are  corrupt, 
r.nd  they  fccretly  wifh  there  was  no  trutji  in  religion. 

The  belt  way  to  Prop  the  mouths  of  libertines  is,  to 
oblige  them  to  produce  their  creed  and  principles,  and 
to  prove  the  propriety  and  iitnefs  of  them  in  the  judg- 
ment of  right  reafon. 

LIFE  is  given  and  continued  for  no  other  end  but 
to  glorify  God,  and  work  out  our  own  falvation  ;  this 
is  not  often  enough  thought  of.  A  true  chriftian  is 
neither  ever  fond  of  life,  nor  weary  of  it.

PASSIONS.  On  the  due  management  of  thefe,  our 
hopes  -of  health  and  longevity  in  a  great  ineufure 
depend. ;  Anger,  luft  and  fear,  are  the  undermmers  of 
the  confutation..

honour  and  difgrace,  pkfrfttre  and  pukr,  life  ami'  death. 

PATIENCE  AND  RESIGNATION  under  the 
trials  of  life,  and  a  firm  reliance  on  the  faith  fulnefs,. 
wifdom  and  mercy  of  Omnipotence,,  wift  evidence  the 
truth  and  happinefs  of  religion,  better  than  a  thoufand 
arguments,,  be  as  ftrong  as  they  niay. 

PEACE  AND  TRANQUILLITY.  The  belt  means 
of  preferving  them  is  to  be  diffident  of  our  own 
opinions,  to  defpife  worldly  honours,  and  to  fit  loofe 
irom  earthly  pleafures  and  enjoyments.

POVERTY  OF  SPIRIT,  It  is  declared  in  tkc 
•facred  writings,  that  the  poor  in  fpirit  tire- bleiled,  for 
theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  beavers* 

PRAYER.  Prayer  (as  feme  divines  affirm)  is  to 
talk  with  God,,  craving  by  interccfiion  and  humble 
petition,  either  thofe  things  which  are  noccfiary  for 
the  maintenance  of  this  life,  or  forgivenefs  of  thofe 
fins  which  through  frailty  we  commit. 

There  is  fuch  a  thing  as  converfe  with  God  in 
prayer,  and  it  is  the  life  and  pleafure  of  a  pious  foul. 
Without  it  we  are  no  chrifliafls  ;  and  he  that  praclifeth 
it  mod,  is  the  befl  follower  of  Chriit;  for  our  Lord 
fpent  much  time  in  converfe  with  his  heavenly 
father. 

This  is  the  balm 'that  eafes  the  mod  raging  pains  of 
the  'mind,  when  the  wounded  confcien.ee  cornes  to  the 
•mercy  feat,  and  finds  pardon  and  peace  there.  u  It 
*'  is  good  to  draw  near  to  God,"  in  prayer. 

Pray  often,  becaufe  you  (in  always,  repent  quickly, 
left  you  die  fuddenly  ;  he  that  repents  becaufe  he 
wants  power  to  act,  repents  not  of  1m,  but  -the  want  of 
power  to  Commit  it;  and  he  that  wants  power  to  com- 
mit fin,  does  not  forfake  fin,  but  fin  forfakes  him.. 

.Begin  and  end  every  day  with  prayer.  In  the 
morning  'when  you  awake,  accuilom  yourfelfto  think 
•fir ft  upon  God,  and  let  him  have  your  waking 
thoughts.'  Lift  up  your  heart  to  God  reverently  and 
thankfully  in  the  mdrning,  for  the  reft  in  the  night 
pail,  and  let  every  evening  be  clofcd  with  prayer. 

Let  ferret  prayer,  in  vcnr  dofet  be  corithtruiy  per- 
formed, before  the  work  of  the  day  be  undertaken.  '  It 
i-j  much  better  to  go  from  prayer  to'  bufmcfs,  than 
from  bufinefs  to  prayer.

What  recompenfe  did  the  pro- 
phets of  old  receive  from  the  world,  for  all  their 
labours  and  expence  of  fpirits  in  preaching,  but  Taws, 
fwords,  and  dungeons  ?  It  is  almoft  as  much  the 
character  of  a  minifler  or  preacher,  to  be  much  in, 
afflictions,  as  to  be  much  in  fpirit  and  labours. 

Preachers  or  the  miniilers  of  the  gofpel,  fhould  live 
what  they  preach,  left  they  preach  their  own  con- 
demnation, and  prove  caitaways  in  the  end. 

PRIDE  is  an  unreafonable  defire  to  enjoy  honors, 
eftates,  and  renown  among  men,  and  as  great  a  ilraiiger 
to  the  fpirit  of  a  true  chriftian,  as  it  is  an  enemy  to 
humility. 

The  devil  never  tempts  us  with  more  fuccefs,  than 
when  he  tempts  us  to  be  proud  of  our  own  good 
actions. 

Pride  is  the  fource  of  moil  of  our  misfortunes ;  it  is 
a  canker  that  preys  on  the  vitals  of  our  happinefs. 

There  is  no  fituation  in  Hie  that  can  jufHfy  an  im- 
proper degree  of  pride,  whatever  our  pofleffions,  at- 
tainmeats,  or  attractions  may  be  :  fools  only  Value 
themfelves  on  what  any  other  perfon  may  poffefs.  If 
wealthy,  we  (liould  pride  ourlclvcs  only  in  having  the 
power  of  doing  good  ;  if  learned,  becaufe  we  have  .the 
power  of  communicating  our  knowledge  to  others,  noi 
in  triumphing  over  ignorance.  Nor  can  any  fpecies 
of  pride  be  more  d.cfpicu^l?,  than  that  of  valuing  our- 
F  Iclves 
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,  fmce  the  fame  hand  which  bellow  eii 
it,  may  in  a  moment  reduce  us,  to  a  level  with  thole 
\vho  are  dcititute  of  it. 

Proud  men  never  have  any  real  friends,  nor  do 
they  deferve  them,  becaufe  in  profperity  they  know 
nobody  and  in  adverlity  nobody  knows  them. 

PRODIGALITY  is  as  much  to  be  fhuri'd  as  .covet- 
ouiuefs  ;  unnumbered  evils  attend  on  both. 

PROFESSORS.  None  will  have  fuch  a  dreadful 
parting  from  Chrift  in  the  laii  day,  as  they  who  by 
proieffipn  went  half  way  with  him,  and  then  left  him. 

PROFESSION.     To  make  a  profeflion  of  religion 

and  the  real  pnjjfjfion  of  it  in  the   heart,    are  widely 

different ;  would  to  God  they  oftener  met  together  in 
all  that  are  called  Ckriftiazs. 

PROMISES.  Be  careful  in  your  promife?,  and 
Jufl  in  your  performances ;  and  remember,  it  is  better 
to  do  and  not  promife,  than  to  promife  and  not 
perform. 

Don't  bind  yourfelf  to  what  you  cannot  do, 
And  fpeak  no  more  than  what  you  know  is  true. 

PROSPERITY,  is  a  (late  full  of  dan-en  _  Both 
the  wife  and  pious  have  often  been  enfnared  by  it. 

If  God  denies  worldly  prosperity  to  good  men,  it  is 
HI 'order  to  give  them  fomething  better. 

Profperity  in  the  world,  however  d  curable  and 
ple~aiing,  is  a  much  lefs  friend  to  the -chriftian  than 
udverfity  ;  the  firil  tends  to  promote  pride  and  felf 
conceit,  the  latter  to  humble^  and  .wean  us  from  the 
•  vorld.

Then  let  us  appear  in 
Bis  courts,  fall  low  on  our  knees  before  his  footdool, 
and  in  this  public  manner  avow  him  for  our  God,  re- 
cognize him  for  our  king,  and  acknowledge  him  to  be 
our  fupreme  good. 

When  I  firft  come  into  a  place  appointed  for  public- 
worfliip,  my  bulinefs  is  to  labour  to  be  lull,  not  only 
in  body,  rut  in  mind  alfo  (free  from  thofe  inward 
workings  which  I  have  found  thieves  and  robbers  to 
my  foul,  by  leading  me  aftray  from  the  true  objects 
of  all  adoration)  :  and  having  attained  it,  my  mind  is 
in  a  depending  frame,  waiting  for  that  preparation  of 
heart  \vhich  is  only  of  the  Lord.  Sometimes  I  find 
my  mind  brought  down  into  humility,  from  a  fenfe 
of  my  inability  and  unworthinefs,  on  various  occafions, 
and  of  the  great  need  that  I  have  of  divine  affiftance: 
this  naturally  leads  me  to  that  iblemn  act  of  prayer, 
which  generally  confifts  of  contrite  fighs,  and  ardent 

defnes, 
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defires,  and  is  always  prevalent  with  him  who  only 
knows  the  fecret  language  of  the  heart. 

The  worfhip  of  God  confiih  chit-fly  in  moral  and 
inward  duties,  the  duties  of  the  mind  ;  it  is  not  the 
outward  application,  of  certain  maxims,  which  coii- 
Ititutes  the  truly  religious  man. 

God  looks  more  to  the  heart  than  to  the  I!ps9  in  his 
people's  worfhip  of  him. 


QUARRELS.  Refentment  of  an  injury  is  bcft 
expreiled  by  iilence ;  nothing  degrades  the  human 
mind  fo  much  as  descending  to  the  meanneis  of  abufe 
and  impailioned  conduct;  thole  who  with  to  maintain 
an  advantage  over  their  enemies  muft  mil  learn  to  com- 
mand themlelves. 


READING.  Accuflom  yourfelf  to  reading  as  mr.cu 
as  you  can,  and  if  you  would  be  wife  for  falvation,  let 
your  reading  chiefly  be  in  the  Holy  Scriptures. f 

The  following  paflages  can  never  be  read  too  mud'.; 
•viz.  St.  Matthew,  chap.  v.  vi.  vii.  xxvi.  xxvii. — Sr» 
Mark,  chap.  xiv.  xv. — St.  Luke,  chap.  xxrl.  xxiii.— * 
St.  John,  chap.  xvii.  xix. — Pfalms  xxiii.  xx^ii.  Ixxvii. 
l;-:xxvi.  ciii.  c:-:i.  cxii.  cxix.  cxxi.  cxxxix.  cxlv. 

Good  reading,  if  you  are  but  attentive  to  what  you 
read,  will  iramp  upon  your  mind  an  habitual  feriouf* 
nefs,  thoughtfi'inefs  and  attention. 

Let  the  bible  be  daily  read  in  the  clofet  as  well  as  iii 
the  family  ;  for  it  is  the  word  of  God  by  which  every 
one  (hall  be  judged  at  the  lail  day.

your  ftation.  :C,ad  .opportunities  will  allow  you  j  ever 

F  3  remem- 
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edify,  at  the  %ne  time  as  they  are  calculated  lo  entertain 
suul  pleafe  t:;c  rdu^r. 
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/emembring,  that  little  reading  and  much  thinking, 
little  fpeaking  and  much  hearing  j  frequent,  Ihort  and 
fervent  prayers,  are  the  beft  means  to  become  truly 
ivife,  holy,  and  devout. 

The  human  mind  requires  relaxation  from  every 
labour:  reading  is  the  mod  rational,  improving,  ariid 
znoftenfive  method  of  employing  vacant  time.  \Ve 
gain  knowledge,  while  we  obtain  pleafure  ;  and  no 
one  kever  rofe  from  reading  a  good  author  with  at- 
tention, without  being  either  wiier  or  better. 

Reading  and  reflection  are  the  rational  pleafures  of 
a  wife  man.-j- 

REASON.  When  reafou  is  enlightened  by  reli- 
gion, and  follows  its  precepts  and  admonitions,  both 
Ibul  and  body  may  be  truly  laid  to  profper. 

The  truths  and  doctrines  of  religion  may  be  above 
reafon,  but  never  can  be  repygnant  to  it. 

REBUKE.  To  rebuke  in  love  is  as  much  the 
chriftian's  duty,  as  to  receive  it  in  love. 

RECOLLECTION.  We  ought  frequently  to  re- 
coiled  what  we  were  created  for,  what  we  are  doing, 
xvhere  we  arc  going,  and  what  is  moll  likely  to  be  our 
eternal  portion. 

REDEEMER.  All  are  in  bondage  to  fin  and 
fatan,  and  equally  (land  in  need  of  a  redeemer  ;  how 
much  are  we  indebted  10  Jefus  Chrift,  who  hath  re- 
deemed  us  from  the  curfe  of  the  law,  being  made  a 
curfe  for  us. 

REFLECTION.  As  man  is  the  only  creature  in 
the  world  capable  of  reflection,  it  is  his  duty,  inte- 
reir,  and  privilege,  to  reflect  fcrioufly  and  dai'ly  what 
he  muft  do  to  be  faved  from  the  wrath  to  come. 

RE- 
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REGENERATION.  What  wife  man  would  bring 
fifties  out  of  the  water,  to  feed  in  his  meadows  ?  or 
fend  his  oxen  to  feed  in  the  fea  ?  As  little  are  the 
unregenerate  meet  for  heaven,  or  heaven  for  them. 

None  are  tranfplanted  into  the  paradife  above,  but 
from  the  nurfery  ot  regenerating  grace  below. 

The  heart  of  man  is  as  paitive  in  its  fir  ft  reception 
of  God's  image  in  regeneration,  as  the  canvais  upon 
which  a  painter  lays  his  colours. 

RELIGION  is  the  true  woifhip  of  God,  or  a 
divine  honoring  of  him  in  the  true  knowledge  of  his 
word,  peculiar  only  to  man  :  it  is  the  ground  of  all 
other  virtues,  and  the  only  means  to  unite  and  reconcile 
man  unto  God,  through  Jefus,  the  only  mediator  be- 
tween God  and  man. 

Religion  has  pleafures  annexed  to  it  which  none  but 
real  chriftians  can  enjoy,  confolations  which  none  but 
real  chritHans  can  experience,  and  an  eternal  kingdom 
promifed  to  its  followers,  which  none  but  real  chrifHans 
ihall  inherit  when  time  (hall  be  no  more. 

Frequently  and  ferioufly  reflect  on  the  fhortnefs 
as  well  as  uncertainty  of  this  tranfitory  life,  and  try, 
ere  it  be  too  late,  to  fee u re  eternal  felicity.  You 
have  an  immortal  foul,  fave  it  therefore  from  peril- 
ing j  and  as  it  is  your  intereil,  let  it  be  your  incli- 
nation,, to  procure  it  endlcfs  Mil's.  Religion  points 
the  path,  follow  it,  and  let  not  the  allurements  of  a 
ddufive  world  draw  you  aiide. 

For  let  the  witling  argue  all  he  can, 

It  is  Religion  ftill  which  makes  the  man. 

As  religion  leads  to  eternal  blifs,  it  ought  to  be  the 
jfirft  fhidy  of  man  ;  the  principal  confideration  with 
thofe  who  are  candidates  for  immortality.  Nothing 
can  fo  furely  and  effe<5tually  advance  our  progrefs  in 
the  paths  of  chrhtian  piety,  as  the  ftudy  of  the  life  of 
our  biefled  Saviour,  from  whole  example  every  thing 
great,  good,  and  pious  may  be  learned.  Let  us  en- 

deavoujr 
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<3eavour  to  trail  fplant  into  our  own  lives,  the  divine 
excellencies  of  our  great  redeemer,  that  we  may  be 
proper  candidates  for  that  everlafting  fcappinefs  which 
Go  ;  has  promifcd  to  thofc  who  iincerely  believe  in 
and  attend  to  the  chriftian  revelation. 

Be  devout  and  iteady  in  the  practice  of  religion,  as 
a  tiv.e  difciple  of  the  bleiled  Jefus.  He  who  wholly 
:rs  the  worfhip  and  fervice  of  God,  dies  without 
doing  that  for  wliich  only  he  was  made  to  live. 

Religion  is  the  £ay  of  the  weak,  the  mailer  of  the 
ignorant,  the  philoibphy  of  the  fimple,  the  oratory 
of  the  devout,  the  remedy  of  fin,  the  counfel  of  the 
juft,  and  the  comfort  of  the  troubled. 

\Vife  Solomon,  pronounced  this  divine  apnorifm  ; 
.  GW,  a<iJ  I'tcp  bis  commandments,  for  this  is  the 
44  echoic  duty  of  man*  "  o'r  the  fum  of  religion. 

Religion,  of  which  the  rewards  are  diftanr,  and 
•which  is  animated  only  by  faith  and  hope,  will  glide 
by  degrees  out  of  the  mind,  uniefs  a  lively  fenfe  of 
us  importance  is  constantly  enforced  by  external  or- 
dinances, by  ftated  calls  to  public  worfhip,  and  the 
falutary  influence  of  pious  examples. 

Religion  will  bear  a  man  up  in  all  eftates  and  circum- 
llances,  make  his  thoughts  virtuous,  and  his  life  bUme- 
iefs  ;  as  aiming-  only  at  the  giory  of  God,  and  doing 
all  the  good  he  can  in  the  world. 

The  care  of  religion,  and  of  our  immortal  fouls,  is 
the  one  thing  necar'al. 

The  greateft  bleffings,  God  himfelf  can  give, 
Belong  to  them,  who  as  his  children  live; 
Who  love  Religion'*  ways  and  walk  therein, 
And  hale  the  crovjked  paths  of  Hell  and  Sin.

RELIGIOUS  MELANCHOLY.  The  dilates 
of  true  religion  do  not  lead  to,  or  countenance  any  thing 
of  a  gloomy  or  melancholy  nature,  for  her  ways  are 
ways  of  pleafantnefs  and  all  her  paths  are  paths  of 
peace.f 

REPENTANCE.  Thofe  who  put  off  repentance 
to  another  day,  have  a  day  more  to  repent  of,  and  a 
day  lefs  to  repent  in. 

Repent  and  believe,  are  the  gofpel  terms  of  falva* 
lion,  j 

Repentance  and  amendment  always  go  together; 
without  the  latter,  the  fincerity  of  the  former  is 
greatly  to  be  doubted. 

What  is  it  that  men  propofe,  who  put  off  repentance 
and  amendment,  but  to  live  to  fenfe,  as  long  as  fenle  can 
relifh,  and  to  reform  when  they  can  fin  no  longer. 

To  repent  aright,  is  to  have  an  eye  of  forrow  upon 
fin,  and  an  eye  of  faith  upon  Chrift. 

Repentance  is  a  change  of  heart,  from  that  of  an 
evil  to  a  good  difpoiirion.  It  is  that  difpofuion  of 
mind,  by  which  "  the  wicked  man  turneth  away

True  repentance  is  beft  proved  by  a  conitant  hatred 
of  fin,  and  abstaining  from  every  appearance  of  evil ; 
hence  learn  how  little  true  repentance  there  is  in  the 
world. 

'  RETIREMENT.  We  are  apt  to  condemn  thofe, , 
who  are  continually  in  the  throng  of  buiinefs  and 
company.  But  if  our  ftudy  and  retirement  produce 
no  folk!  good,  it  is  even  as  good  to  be  engaged  ir- 
company  and  bufinefs,  as  to  be  alone. 

REVELATION.  Notwithstanding  all  that  can 
be  faid  of  natural  religion  (i.  e.  of  principles  a&d 
duties  merely  moral)  ic  cannot  be  denied,  but  that  in 
this  dark  and  degenerate  llate  into  which  mankind  L> 
funk,  there  is  a  Iffeat  want  of  a  clear  light  to  difcover 
our  duty  to  us  vviiU  greater  certainty,  and  put  it  beyond 
all  doubt  and  difpute  what  is  the  good  and  acceptable 
will  of  God,  and  of  a  more  powerful  encouragement 
to  the  practice  of  our  duty,  by  the  promife  of  a  fuper- 
natural  affittance,  and  by  the  aflurance  of  a  great  and 
eternal  reward.  AH  thcfe  dcfefts  are  fully  fuppHed 
by  that  clear  and  perfect  rei>r!af:ott,  which  God  hath-i 
made  to  the  wo  rid  by  our  blefled  Saviour, 
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*Tbe  funi  and  fuljlance  of .  divine  rev  elation  • 

Men  are  to  place  all  their  hope  and  confidence  of 
falvation  in  Jefus  Chrift  the  fon  of  God  ;  that  is,  to 
believe  that,  through  the  alone  merits  of  his  death 
.and  fufferings,  God  is  reconciled  to  us  :  and  that, 
•  only  upon  the  account  of  the  fatisfaction  which  he 
hath  made  to  divine  juflice,  we  are  reftored  to  the 
favour  -of  God,  our  tins  are  pardoned,  and  we  have 
a  title  to  eternal  life. 

REVENGE.  By  taking  revenge,  a  man  is  but 
even  with  his  enemy ;  but  in  palling  it  over  he  is 
fuperior. 

Forgetting  of  a  wrong  is  a  mild  revenge. 

RIGHTEOUS.  Thofe  only  are  truly  righteous  in 
-God's  fight,  who  live  foberly,  righteouily,  and  godly 
•in  the  world  ;  but  in  the  world's  account,  they  are 
only  enthuiiaits,  methodifls,  or  madmen. 

RULES.  Good  rules  and  found  maxims  are  pre- 
cious jewels  for  the  mind,  as  diamonds  are  for  the 
body  ;  rules  for  the  regulation  of  the  life  and  conduct, 
cannot  be  too  highly  prized,  nor  too  carefully  attended 
to. 

RULE  OF  LIFE.  Acknowledge  God  in  all  your 
ways,  command  your  tongue,  refrain  your  anger,  get 
ufeful  knowledge,  ftand  -firm  in  religion,  abftaia  from 
evil,  converie  with  good  people,  cover  tbe  faults  of 
your  neighbours,  and  affift  the  poor  with  your  alms. 

Examine  every  evening  what  good  you  have  either 
done  or  received,  and  bewail  it  as  a  day  lo-ft,  in  which 
you  have  not  profited  others,  or  advantaged  yourfelf. 

That  all  your  days,  your  life  may  fmile 
With  health  and  peace,  and  crown  your  toil ; 
Forfake  your  fins,  your  Saviour  love, 
.And  daily  pray  to  God  above  j

Then  cautious  be,  and  guard  your  mind> 
Left  error's  darknefs  entrance  find  : 
Perform  your  tnfk  with  chearfulnefs, 
And  heav'n  will  all  your  actions  blefs  : 
When  adverfe  times  fliall  fprcad  their  gloom, 
Support  your  mind  with  joys  to  come. 

SABBATH  DAY.  Be  careful  to  obferve  the  fab- 
bath,  or  day  of  relr,  in  memory  of  God's  refting 
from  his  works  of  creation,  and  our  Saviour's  refur- 
rettion  from  the  dead,  after  having  completed  his 
work  of  redemption.  Upon  this  day  we  are  to  ceafe 
from  our  fecular  employments,  and  to  fpend  it  in 
the  more  immediate  exercifes  of  God's  worfhip  and 
fervice,  fuch  as  hearing  and  reading  hh  Word,  prayer-^ 
alms-giving,  n)ifiti?g  the  Jick,  or  other  works  of  charity 
and  mercy,  according  as  occafion  may  prefenu  And 
fure  it  is  highly  reafonable  to  pay  the  tax  of  one 
feventh  part  of  our  time,  to  him  that  has  given  us  the 
whole  of  it,  and  hath  moreover  promifed  to  beitow 
upon  us  a  blefled  eternity. 

God  forbids  labour  on  the  fabbath  day,  left  fervants 
fhould  be  opprefled  by  the  covetoufnefs  of  their  matters ; 
as  well  at  that  men  might  have  a  ftated  time  to  worfhip 
and  ferve  him,  whofe  fervice  is  perfect  freedom,  and 
in  keeping  whofc  commands  there  is  great  reward. -j- 

The  fabbath  is  appointed  to  be  a  day  of  reft,  and 
no  more  worldly  bufinefs  than  is  abfolutely  necrjjary 
is  to  be  done  on  that  day. 

It  is  a  fine  light  to  fee  multitudes  of  people  nil 
-joining  in  one  reverent  aft  of  worfliip ;  an  exercife 
now  worthy  of  ration;:!  beings  ! 

SAGACITY  and  KNOWLEDGE,  are  then  only 
truly  ufeful,  when  joined  with  grace,  meeknefs,  -dif- 

cretior, 
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cretion,  and  benevolence.     The  fcrpent's  eye  does  befs 
in  the  dove's  head. 

SAINTS.  ChnfHan?  annot  be  too  often  put  in 
mind,  that  they  who  nre  faints  by  profeffion,  fliculd 
be  fo  by  their  lives  and  converiation. 

SALVATION.  We  can  obtain  eternal  falvation 
only  through  the  name  of  Jefus  Chriit.* 

SCRIPTURES.  Ke  who  readeth  them  with  a  real 
dcfire  to  p-rofit  by  them,  will  find  them  clear,  and  his 
duty  plainly  laid  down  in,  and  determined  by  them. 

The  reading  of  fcripture,  with  ferioufnefs,  is  ever 
attended  with  a  divine  bleffing ;  of  vvhkh  we  have  an, 
inftance  in  the  Ethiopian  eunuch. -j- 

Read  t-he  fcriptures,  but  read  them  with  attention, 
Read  the  parable  of  the  prodigal  £ — of  the  rich  man  § 
— of  him  who  built  new  barns,  &c.  and  fee  if  nothing1 
in  them  belongs  to  you  ;  whether  you  are  not  faring 
fumptuoufly  every  day,  while  others  want  bread  ? 
whether  you  are  not  laying  out  too  much  upon  fine 
clothes,  while  others  want  clothes  to  keep  them  warm, 
&c. 

Other  books  may  render  men  learned  unto  oftenta- 
tion  ;  but  the  Bible  only  can  make  them  really  wife 
unto  falvation. 

Search  the  fcriptures,  and  .be  ready  always  to  giv« 
an  anfwer,  to  every  man  that  afketh  you  a  reafon,  of 
the  hope  that  is  in  yon,  with  mcekncfs  and  fear.\\ 

To  a  chrilHan  there  can  be  nothing,  either  more 
receifary  or  profitable,  than  the  knowledge  of  the  holy 
foriptures  ;  for  in  them  is  contained  God's  true  word, 
fetting  forth  his  glory  and  man's  duty.  And  there  is 
no  truth  nor  doctrine  r.eceffary  for  our  justification, 
and  evcrlafting  falvation,  but  that  is,  or  may  be, 
G  drawn 
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drawn  out  of  that  well  of  truth.  Therefore,  as  many 
as  are  dcfirous  to  enter  into  the  right  and  perfect 
way  unto  God,  mull  apply  their  minds  to  know  the 
fcriptures,  without  which  they  can  neither  fufficiently 
know  God  .and  his  will,  nor  their  own  office  and 
duty. 

As  drink  is  pleafant  to  them  that  are  dry,  and  meat 
.to  them  that  arc  hungry,  fo  is  the  reading,  hearing, 
fearching,  and  fludying  of  the  holy  fcriptures  to  them 
that  are  defirous  to  know  God,  or  themfelves,  or  to  do 
his  will. 

Search  the  fcriptures,  for  they  contain  the  words 
of  eternal  life,  the  only  method  of  falvation,  and  the 
way  to  cvcrlafting  glory. f 

St.  Auguitine  faid,  "  O  let  thy  fcriptures  be  my 
pure  delight,  let  me  not  be  deceived  in  them,  neither 
let  me  deceive  by  then;." 

SERMONS.  Sermons  are  addrefles  or  difcourfes 
commonly  uied  of  divine  matters  and  the  holy  fcrip- 
tures, and  fhould  contain  the  principles  of  true  religion, 
as  well  as  hold  out  and  inculcate  our  duty  to  God, 
.ourielves  and  our  fellow-creatures. 

Judge  Hales  declared,  that  he  never  fat  under  the 
preaching  even  of  the  meaneft  fermon,  but  he  found 
•fome  word  of  edification,  exhortation,  or  comfort. 

SECTS.  The  object  -of  all  public  worfhip  is  die 
f:ime ;  it  is  that  great  Eternal  Being  who  created  all 
things.  The  dHFerent  manners  of  worfliip  are  by  no 
means  fubjecls  of  ridicule;  each  feel  think  their  own 
the  bell  ;  and  I  know  no  infallible  judge  in  this  world 
to  decide  whch  is  the  beft,  but  the  ward  of  God. 

SERIOUSNESS  has  it's  beauty  whUe  it  is  attended 
with  chearfulnefs  and  good-nature.,  and  does  not  come 

in 
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in   utifeafonably.    or   put    on    merely    a:   a    cloak    to 
hypocriiy. 

"  He  who  is  fe-noutly  chearful  atiJ'  chrarfully  ferioiis;- 
is  mod  likely  to  recommend  religion  to  others,  as  well 
as  to  adorn  it  himfelf. 

SERVANTS.  We  cannot  be  fure  of  the  fidelity 
and  honeiiy  of  a  fervant  who  fears  not,  and  is  not 
faithful  to  his  God  •  but  \ve  may  fafcly  depend  on  him 
who  ferves  God  faithfully  and  fears  him  truly. 

Good    mailers   generally  make  good   fervants,    but 
a  good  fervant  may  ferve  a  bad  m  after,  as  well  as  a ' 
good  mailer  may  have  a  bad  fervant. 

SHAME.  Many  ftop  fliort  of  heaven,  becaufe 
they  are  afhamed  to  go  there  in  a  fool's  coat  j  for  true 
chriftians  are  always  fools  in  the  world's  account. 

He  is  a  poor  chriiUan  who  cuts  the  coat  of  his  pro- 
feffion  according  to  the  faihion  of  the  times,  or  the 
humour  of  the  company  he  falls  into  ;  he  may  truly 
be  afhamed  of  himfelf  and  blufli  at  his  own  folly. 

SIN.  Every  fm  is  an  imitation  of  the  devil,  and 
Creates  a  kind  of  hell  in  the  heart. 

Sin  has  brought  many  a  believer  into  differing,  and 
differing  has  kept  many  a  believer  from  finning. 

It  is  lefs  dangerous  to  commit  the  fin  we  delight  iu, 
than  to  delight  in  the  fin  we  commit. 

Punifiiment  is  as  natural  an  effect  of  fin  as  fmoke  is 
cf  fire,  and  we  muft  put  out  the  one  in  order  to  prevent 
the  other. 

SICK.  Let  him  that  is  fick  fct  his  houfe  in  order 
before  he  dies,  let  him  examine  feriouily  how  matters 
Hand  between  God  and  his  foul  j  and  becaufe  our  laft 
words  are  commonly  moil  afteclive,  and  link  deepeil 
into  the  memory,  let  him  be  fare  to  leave  good  in-

To  love  God  with  all  our  hearts,  to  fludy  univerfal 
good,  and  to  promote  the  true  interefls  of  mankind, 
as  far  as  lies  within  our  power,  is  the  height  of  true 
wifdom  and  goodnefs,  and  makes  that  temper  which 
we  call  divine* 

WISDOM  AND  EXPERIENCE.  Wifdom  is  the 
growth  of  experience;  but  experience  is  not  the  growth 
of  action,  but  of  reflection  upon  it.  In  an  active  life 
is  fovrn  the  feeds  of  wifdom  ;  but  he,  who  reflects  not, 
never  reaps ;  has  no  harveft  from  it  ;  but  carries  the 
burden  of  age,  without  the  wages  of  experience,  nor 
knows  himfelf  old,  but  from  his  infirmities,  the  Parifti 
Regiiter,  and  the  contempt  of  mankind. 

A  wife  man  thinks  ferioufly,  approves  deliberately, 
aflTents  cautioufly,  cenfures  fparingly,  and  acts  judi- 
cioufly.
